Arts 

Principal  F.  C.  A.  Jeanneret  gave  a bilingual  talk  at  the  Commencement  Exer- 
cises of  Kapuskasing  High  School  on  Nov.  15  on  “Bilingualism.” 

Professor  L.  E.  Woodbury  addressed  the  Ontario  Classical  Association  on  Nov.  9 
on  “Protagoras.” 

Professor  F.  M.  Heichelheim  has  been  appointed  Professor  Emeritus  of  the 
Justus  Liebig  University,  Giessen,  West  Germany. 

Professor  Kathleen  H.  Coburn  is  on  leave  of  absence  as  the  holder  of  a Guggen- 
heim Fellowship.  She  will  spend  the  first  half  of  the  session  in  the  United  States,  and 
the  second  term  in  England,  continuing  her  work  on  the  publication  of  the  Coleridge 
notebooks,  the  first  volume  of  which  has  just  appeared. 

Professor  Northrop  Frye  was  Visiting  Professor  in  English  and  Comparative 
Literature  at  Harvard  University  in  the  1957  Spring  term.  In  May  he  delivered  the 
Convocation  Address  at  Carleton  College  on  “Culture  and  the  National  Will,”  and 
was  awarded  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws.  This  being  the  bicentenary  of  William 
Blake’s  birth,  lectures  were  given  in  November  at  the  Thomas  More  Institute, 
Montreal,  the  University  of  Cincinnati  (two  lectures),  and  Skidmore  College,  and 
earlier  at  Vassar  College,  Wellesley  College,  Brandeis  University,  and  the  Boston 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  and  in  July  two  lectures  at  the  University  of  Indiana.  Professor 
Frye  attended  the  Modern  Language  Association  meeting  at  Madison,  Wisconsin,  in 
September,  and  was  elected  to  the  Executive  Council  for  the  1958-1962  period. 

Professor  J.  A.  Irving  gave  a public  lecture  in  Edmonton  on  Oct.  24  on  “The 
Unity  of  Knowledge,”  under  the  auspices  of  the  Philosophical  Society  of  the  University 
of  Alberta. 

Professor  T.  F.  Mcllwraith  spoke  at  the  unveiling  of  a plaque  to  Sir  William 
Osier  at  Bondhead  on  Oct.  19,  as  representative  of  the  Ontario  Archaeological  and 
Historic  Sites  Board. 
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Professor  P.  H.  Brieger  pursued  his  research  on  Thirteenth  Century  Illuminated 
Manuscripts  in  England  and  France  during  the  summer,  working  in  libraries  in  Italy, 
Austria  and  England.  He  lectured  to  the  Dante  Society  on  Oct.  2 on  “Early  Illustra- 
tions of  Dante’s  Divine  Comedy.” 

Professor  C.  F.  Comfort  was  elected  president  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Academy 
of  the  Arts  at  their  78th  General  Assembly  held  in  Toronto  recently.  Professor 
Comfort  gave  a lecture  in  the  Art  Gallery  of  Toronto  series  on  Oct.  21  on  “The 
Dutch  Influence  on  English  Painting.” 

Professor  G.  S.  Vickers  was  made  honorary  president  of  the  Ontario  Association 
of  Teachers  of  Art  and  Crafts. 

During  the  summer  Professor  F.  E.  Winter  travelled  in  Italy,  Sicily,  Yugoslavia 
and  Turkey,  with  the  assistance  of  a research  grant  from  the  American  Philosophical 
Society.  He  was  engaged  in  a study  of  Classical  and  Hellenistic  Greek  fortifications 
and  town-planning.
